African government has established 
a monopoly over diamond produc­ 
tion. professional diggers, operating 
in secret by night, delve for dia­ 
monds along the seashore from Port 
Nolloth to the mouth of the Orange 
river. 
Under protection of scouts and 
sentries, who give warning o f the 
approach of government inspectors, 
the diamond diggers move in semi- 
military formation, and run 
to 
bullet-proof shelters at the first, 
sign of danger. 
Diggrrn Scour Beach 
The diggers move from one point 
to another over tile long beach,
